every contractor being an officer of the 
Government, as much through the favor of the 
ruling power as any watchman or clerk in 
any of the offices. There are now 
three Congressional Representatives where there 
had been but one; and this patronage is now to 
be awarded by a Board of three. This Board 
consists of Messrs. Rice, Ward, and Farwell. 
These gentlemen constitute a syndicate. A dif- 
ficulty presents itself in the fact that all these 
: «| offices are now held by men of the true faith; 
and to reward any of the outside soldiers will 
require the dismissal of present incumbents. 
This difficulty, however, is lessened by the fact 
that Chicago is particularly rich in diplomatic 
talent. There is hardly a mission abroad that 
cannot be admirably filled by a citizen of Chi- 
cago. In the Berlin mission, Chicago bas a pre- 
scriptive interest. The mission to Brussels, it 
may safely be said, is filled from Chicago as it 
was never filled before. If Galena is to 
surrender the French mission, Chicago is 
prepared to fill the vacancy. The mission to 
Bogota has been surrendered by the State of 
Boone, and, of course, there is a man in Chicago 
prepared to take it. The mission to the Argen- 
tine Confederation was declined by a Chicago 
man, a few months ago, and, of course, awaits 
the other man who may be presented by Chicago. 
General Logan declined the mission to Mexico, 
and, possibly, that place is again open for a Chi- 
cagoman, This city has furnished a Seoretary 
of Legation to England. That was twelve years 
ago, and we are now prepared to furnish à full 
Minister. It has also furnished a Secretary to 
Berlin. Under these circumstances, the diffi- 
culty of dislodging the present office-holders to 
make room for others ig somewhat lessened ; 
the displaced officials may all find places abroad. 

The obstipacy of the President may, however, 
create unexpected obstacles. General Hartranft 
and Simon Cameron, and thirty other leaders of 
the party in Pennsylvania, called on the Presi- 
dent on Friday, and in a set speech told him 
that the result in Pennsylvania was due to their 
personal efforts, and that hie re-election was due 
to the result in Pennsylvania in October last; 
therefore they demanded that the person selected 
by them should be sppointed Postmaster at 
Philadelphia, which office is about to become va- 
cant by the resignation of the present incum- 
bent. The President,—who, it appears, has been 
| reading the Cincinnati plstform and has been 
seriously impressed by it,—replied that he was 
convinced of the necessity of Civil Service Re- 
form, and intended in making his appointments 
accordingly ; therefore, he would have to fil) the 
vacancy in Philadelphia by promoting the Assist- 
tant Postmaster. This excellent decision is 
apt to disarrange the programme of the Chicago 
Congressional Board. For instance, if they force
